HEALTHY, HEAVY FOLIAGE 


When you see the plants 
growing, from the time they 
first break ground until they 
are ready to spike, you just 
know that it is going to be 
something unusual and good. The 
plants are strong and husky and 
so very large with most attract- 
ively colored foliage. Heavy 
as the spikes are, they never 
tip and never crook. The last 
spikes to bloom are just as 
good as the first ones. In my 
large planting I did not find a 
single diseased plant. 


BULBLET PRODUCTION 

Oriental Pearl produces 
bulblets generously and they 
germinate quickly. My plantings 
of the screenings, or smallest 
undeveloped bulblets, were through 
the ground just as early as the 


larger ones, and all germinated 
100%,

Blooming 
Spikes were shipped to Florida 
and California by air express 
where they arrived in good con- 
dition and continued to bloom 
out to the tips. 


NUMBER OPEN 

Oriental Pearl is my ideal 
for number open, especially for 
commercial purposes. Cut with 
the first flower open it will 
open four to five within the 
first 24 hours. From there it 
will open up to seven or eight 
and will bloom out to the tip.

They received 
no special pampering, water nor 
fertilizing. In another season 
when they have wider dissemina- 
tion and receive the attention 
of some of our show experts I 
just wonder what great record 
it will establish: 

Oriental Pearl will "get 
you" sooner or later, most likely 
sooner, just as soon as you see 
your first spike in bloom. Now 
is the time to grow it so that 
you won't be saying "I missed 
the boat!"
